HOW TO REMIT. 


Postoffice Orders—A safe and convenient way of transmitting money from one point to another is by means of postoffice 
orders, If these are lost a duplicate can easily be obtained, and there is no danger of their being stolen, for no one can 
obtain money on them except the person to whom they are addressed. They can be obtained at most postoffices, but not at 
all. The fee is but 8 cents tor #10 and under. 

Express Money Orders.—If more convenient money can be sent in this way with perfect safety, as in case the letter is 
lost a duplicate can be obtained if you are careful to keep your receipt. We prefer a remittance in this way. ; 

Bank Draft.—These should be drawn on New York City, and made payable to the order of The National Plant Company. 

We will be responsible for money sent by any of the above methods. 

Loose Money—Inclosed in a letter is at the risk of the sender. 

Individual Checks can not be received in payment for plants, as it costs us 25 cents to collect them. 

Postage Stamps.—These ean be sent for fractional parts of one dollar, or where small notes can not be had. When 
stamps are sent get 5-cent or 10-cent, if possible, as we use more of them than any other. 

WE WARRANT plants to arrive safely and_in good condition to any part of the United States. If, through delay or 
breaking of the package, any of the plants are‘dead when they reach the purchaser we cheerfully replace them, provided we 
are notified at once. But there are so many accidents that may befall them in after-treatment, of which we can have no 
oversight or control, that we can not warrant them to live. We know that by proper treatment they will grow and bloom 
beautifully, but we also know that they are frequently killed by mistaken kindness or utter neglect. - 


ORDERS LOST OR STOLEN. 


Sometimes it happens that orders never reach us. When customers fail to receive their plants within a reasonable time 
they should inform us of the fact, and at the same time send a duplicate of their order, also stating the form of remittance 
and date of original order.

In making out your order please use the convenient Order Sheet which accompanies each catalogue. If it is necessary 
to write a letter in addition let it be on a separate sheet.

Do Not, in giving the names of club members, designate them as Mrs. Davis, Mrs. Smith, ete., but in all-cases give the 
full name, postoffice address, with street number, if you have a free postoffice delivery.

Do Not Crowd a large order in a small space or put it in the body of the letter. 

Remember to state whether plants are to be sent by mail or express. F : 

All Orders Made Ont at Express Rates will be sent by express whether ordered by mail or otherwise. 

In Sending Club Orders the express charges are greatly reduced for one person by the division among a number, and 
this is quite an item when plants are shipped long distances. ; 3 4 Ff : 

In Packing Club Orders each person’s order will be selected as directed and tied separately, so there will be nothing to 


be done but deliver the bundle, 
PLANTS BY EXPRESS. 


We always recommend having plants sent by express, where there are many ordered, and when there is an express office 
near, as we can usually send much larger plants, and do not have to wash the soil off the roots, as in the case when sent by 
mail. When the weather is sufficiently warm we pack all express orders in light, strong baskets (which we furnish free) 
haying the tops exposed. Plants packed in this manner will carry nicely for a great distance, and keep for a week or ten 
days in a fresh condition. Purchaser pays charges. 


NEW, LOW EXPRESS RATE. 


We call your attention to the new, low express rate, which is a reduction of 20 per cent. from the regular merchandise 
rate at eich plants have been expressed heretofore, and also that packages of less than 100 pounds are billed at 100-pound

During the months of September, October and November 
and when heavy frosts have cut down all other flowers, these 
Pompon Chrysanthemums are stillin their autumn glory. 
We cut their miniature blossoms for table decoration last 
season, and preferred them as a change tothe immense 
exhibition Chrysanthemums grown under glass. After the 
ground has frozen hard for the winter, cut down the tops 
and cover the plants lightly with coarse stable litter.
